(Associated Press) 
LITTLETON, Col., Nov. 9.—An old 
fashioned country doctor, Dr. Harold 
E. Blazer, took the sUnd today at the 
opening of court in hi* own defense at 
his trial where he is charged with 
slaying his daughter, Liasel, the 32- 
year old child-womaC.

“Hazel was born at Dillonvale, O., 
in May, 1801, he testified 
At six 
weeks she was stricken by spinal 
meningitis that left her a hopeless in 
valid—without a mind—as well as I 
could tell.** 
He spoke without visible emotion 
as he described his helpless imbe 
cilic daughter. 
“8he couldn’t talk, walk, feed or 
help herself. 
She could roll ahouf 
the floor, that was all. She couldn’t 
even indicate if she were in pain and 
often I couldn’t discover where it was. 
Xhen she woukl go Into convulsions 
and become rigid. 
She had mouth 
and teeth but she could not success­ 
fully masticate her food. 
It had to 
be liquid, or else soft and chopped up. 
Her legs, feet, arms and hands were 
less developed than those of a six 
year old child. Her body was larger 
but greatly malformed and the spine 
was twisted almost into the shape of 
the letter S. 
“Her chest, bones and ribs protrud­ 
ed so as to be visible through the 
skin. 
“She could rattle a piece of paper 
and occasionally . would amuse her 
self by tearing the paper to pieces. 
She did this by rolling on top of the 
paper, then pulling it with her left 
hand. 
“Although she weighed about 90 
pounds, she was as helpless as an in­ 
fant, of two months.”

In fact the percentage of increase in Europe is even 
greater than it is in the United States at |h« present 
time. Additional rubber plantations are necessary before 
crude rubber price* cyi be brought down to a reasinabtc 
level." 
Mr. Litchfield’s view on condition# generally jn Europe 
1* very encouraging. While the United State* is sending 
out money for rubber, we will be taking in money for 
other products so long as Europe prosper*. American bus­ 
iness genius will find some method to circumvent the 
English rubber monopoly, la the course of thae, but in 
the meanwhile apparently there is little American buyer* 
can do but wait and hope for the best.
